Hard Work And Prison Indus­ 
tries Keep State Prisons 
Free From Riots, * I 


Citing the record of the state’s 
penal institutions as comparatively 
free from riots during 
the period 
when many serious riots have oc­ 
curred in other states 
among 
th# 
prisoners, John L. Hanna, state sec­ 
t a r y of Welfare, in a 
report 
to 
^v ern o i* Plnchot today attributed 
hard work 
and 
prison 
industries 
as 
the 
leading 
deterrents which 
have proved effective 
in Pennsyl­ 
vania prisons. 
H anna noted th a t 878 men were 
employed in the prison industries 
during the m onth of April in the 
four state 
penal 
institutions 
for 
males under the Jurisdiction of the 
state departm ent of welfare. 
T he 
average number of men employed 
during the last fiscal period was 739 
which was divided as follows: E ast­ 
ern State Penitentiary, 300; W est­ 
ern State Penitentiary, 230; Rock- 
view State Penitentiary, 66, and the 
Pennsylvania Industrial Reform a­ 
tory at Huntingdon, 133. 
The men shown to be employed by 
th e prison industries by no means 
covers the entire num ber of men 
employed in the prisons, Hanna 
said. 
Many are employed in work 
which is not specialised and there­ 
fore do not qualify 
for trades to 
which the prison industries are con­ 
fined. 
As an Instance, H anna cited the 
construction program s under way at 
several of the institutions such as 
Eastern and W estern Penitentiaries 
where 800 to 1000 m en are frequent­ 
ly employed.

‘ Much of this will be relieved when
